We have to report, with deep re- 
sret, tbe deatli of Sr. A. IS. Hanna, 
M.P. On Tuesday lie returned to 
hia liome at Pwtli, Ont, after visiting 
Ills motlier at Boperton, and com- 
plained of not feeUns well. When Mrs. 
Hanna went to bia room »t 11.10 
pjn. ahe found him lying in bed daud. 
Only twenty minutes before she had 
heard him moving about his room, but 
evidently he had a«a!n retired. Dr. 
Hanna was a son o; the late James 
Hanna, and was bom on his father'ti 
farm near Harlem, Leeds County. He 
graduated in Medicine and Surgery 
from McGlll with tlie class of '85, and 
haa practised his profesaion in Pertii 
since then, building up one of tbo 
largest practices in the county of Lan- 
arlc. 

In December, IBIS, he waa elected to 
represent South Luiark, at Ottawa 
and at the last Dominion election car- 
ried the amalgamated ridings of Korth 
and South lAnark by a large majorltv 
ae a Unionist Conservative. He has 
been one of Extern Ontario'^ prom- 
inent men for a number of years, and 
was in his fifty-sixth year. In re- 
ligion he was a Methodist. His wife 
and two sons, Stewart, with the IX. 
F C, at Fort Worth, Texas, and Rob- 
ert, at home, survive him. Dr. Frank 
Hanna, of BrantforU, and Mrs. H. W. 
Lockwood, of Wo.stport, Ontario, arj 
brother and sister of the deceased.

the arrival of his son Stewart, from

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"If I only had my college life to live over again — .*'

Pity, not 
for the individual, but because the individual is, too, on the road to 
become a big man. 

"If I had my college life to live over again, I would put my 
studies first, the very first. If I saw that any activity in which I 
entered might interfere with my studies, I would drop it as though 
it were red hot. I would not try to become a big man, for the big

To meet the Rational emergency in 
mllttary and public health nursing 
by recruiting college women — who arf^ 
especially wanted becauae their pre- 
vioua education facilitates tntenrive 
training' and rapid advancement to 
the posts of urgent need — there has 
been established at Vassar College a 
new summer school, known as the 
Training Camp for Nurses.

Just as Plattaburgh waa 
the beginning of a system to train 
educated men for the higher positions 
of military life In the shortest pos- 
sible time, so the Vaasar Camp la the 
first scientific attempt to fit educat- 
ed women as quickly as possible to 
officer the nursing profession. The 
Plattsburgh system, by giving men 
of higher education Intensive theoreti- 
cal training In military work haa offi- 
cered our army In time tp meet the 
emergency without lowering the stan- 
dards. The Vassar idea Is its equiv- 
alent in the nursing profesaion. It la 
designed to overcome the. shortage of 
nurses' that now confronts thfr fBOttn- 
try, when 12,000 sclentlflcaUy tr^nétt 
women are needed, for every million 
soldiers, when our Allies are calling on 
America for trainil4l: women to offlcer- 
their bo«RiUils>\,a>lijil W|iei»- jthe i))rt>llo 
health standards of the' country arâ 
menaced by new working and llvli]i(( 
conditions and a growing scardty of 
doctors knd nurses in civilian îfnc- 
tlce. •> ' 

Although only tho R. N. — the regis- 
tered trained nurse — la officially re- 
cognized as able to perform the ex- 
acting duties required, young Women 
undergoing training will tiave plenty 
of chances for actual war work. That 
Is the very reason why every effort Is 
>)elng made to obtain nurses in the 
shortest possible time. In addition to 
the opportunity for immediate' patri- 
otic aervlce, there la the chancer to en- 
ter a profeaalon of dignity and rela- 
tively high rewarda. 

In the first place, the l^ett(er poai* 
tiona of the nuralng profesaion are 
the ones most In need' of oaiididatee. 
In the second place, ' even whll*, tak- 
ing the probationary coi)rs«;;tbf jfursa 
la at no expense, and li| aetùally en- 
gaged In practical work. .. In , the next 
place, should the war sooii celue, op- 
portunities would Increase rather than 
diminish; for the field of public 
health nursing, sadly short of nurses- 
now, is steadily widening. Public 
health work Is coming to be more 
and more recognized as an exception- 
ally interesting and dignified profes- 
sion, and the only drawback to its ex- 
tension at present Is the shortage of 
well-educated women of the sort who 
can tâke responsibility, act on their 
own Initiative, and develop the latent 
possibilities of their Jobs.

In 
addition, the undergraduates have in- 
terested themselves in the newcomers 
so much that they have agreed to 
leave their rooms entirely furnished 
with all the knick knacks and com- 
forts to make the "campers" feel ut 
home. A recreation director will be 
on duty, and entertainments will lie 
given in the large theatre of the 
"Students' Building," and in the out- 
door theatre as well. 

There will be a number of scholàr- 
shlps allowing students to take tliu 
course entirely without expense. One 
alumna of Vassar for example, too old, 
as she says, to become a nurse, has of- 
fered to "serve by proxy," by pay- 
ing the tuition and maintenance^ fees 
of some younger woman.

The course of study has been de- 
vised by the National Emergency 
Nursing Committee of the Council of 
National Defence; and the faculty al- 
ready comprises the leading medical 
and nursing authorities of the coun- 
try. The faculty and advisory board
